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In the event of war, the Bulgarian troops would fight with great reluctance 
against American troops, but would fight stubbornly against Yugoslav, Greek 
or Turkish forces. In this connection, the Bulgarian Communist Regime ia 
sponsoring a propaganda campaign against Greece, Turkey, and Yugoslavia, which 
is reported to be both popular and effective. 
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
